(4)  What  is  the  corporate  organization  and 
capital  structure  and  method  of  distribution 
of  profit  of  such  milk-dealers,  co-operatives, 
associations,  and  agencies,  and  who  are  the 
true  owners  thereof?

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be

the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Scs 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(li)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 


(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing 
Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend 
to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of 
the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7 Vi  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.

Definitions 

1.  In  this  and  in  all  Orders  of  the  Board,  unless 
the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression: — 

(1)  “Act”  means  the  “Public  Utilities  Act,” 
being  chapter  277  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1948.” 

(2)  ( a )  “Area”  means  any  portion  of  the 
Province  prescribed  in  an  Order  of  the  Board: 

( b )  All  areas  may,  in  addition  to  the  bound¬ 
aries  prescribed,  include,  as  to  the  production  and 
(or)  supply  of  milk  by  primary  producers,  such 
territory  or  area  within  the  Province  from  which 
such  supply  is  obtained,  and,  unless  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  in  an  Order  of  the  Board,  shall  apply  to  all 
milk  received  by  milk-dealers  and  supplied  by  the 
primary  producers  to  be  processed,  distributed,  or 
sold  in  fresh  fluid  form. 

(3)  “Basic  term”  means  the  three  lowest 
months  of  milk-dealers’  receipts  of  milk  from 
primary  producers  during  the  six  calendar  months 
ending  January  31st  of  each  year  as  determined 
by  the  Board. 

(4)  “  Board  ”  or  “  the  Board  ”  means  the  Milk 
Board. 

(5)  “Business  establishment”  means  any  store 
or  place  of  business  regularly  selling  milk  at  retail, 
and  any  licensed  hotel,  restaurant,  or  other  place 
of  business  regularly  serving  meals  or  refreshments 
to  its  employees  or  to  the  public. 

(6)  “Contract”  means  any  agreement  or 
arrangement,  whether  written  or  verbal,  between 
any  licensed  primary  producer  and  any  licensed 
milk-dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency 
whereby  milk  is  delivered,  accepted,  acquired,  sup¬ 
plied,  bought,  or  sold. 

(7)  “Directive”  includes  a  written  interpreta¬ 
tion  and  (or)  instruction  of  the  Board. 

(8)  “Distribute”  means  the  act  of  processing, 
delivering,  keeping  for  sale,  or  selling  milk  in  fresh 
fluid  form,  but  does  not  include  the  processing, 
delivering,  keeping  for  sale,  or  selling  milk  in  fresh 
fluid  form  by  a  primary  producer  where  said  milk 
is  supplied  to  a  licensed  milk-dealer,  or  by  a 
person  operating  a  business  establishment  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  regulations  or  Orders  of  the  Board 
where  said  milk  has  been  supplied  to  such  a  person 
by  a  licensed  milk-dealer,  milk-jobber,  or  pro¬ 
ducer-distributer;  and  the  expression  “  distribu¬ 
tion  ”  shall  have  a  corresponding  meaning. 

(9)  “Distributer”  means  any  person  engaged 
in  the  production,  supply,  distribution,  or  sale  of 
milk  in  fluid  form. 

(10)  “Milk-dealer”  means  any  person  pur¬ 
chasing  or  otherwise  acquiring  milk  from  primary 
producers  for  his  whole-milk  requirements. 

(11)  “Milk-jobber”  means  any  person  who 
regularly  distributes  milk,  and  who  obtains  such 
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milk,  bottled  ready  for  distribution,  from  any 
milk-dealer  or  producer-distributer  licensed  by  the 
Board  to  carry  on  business  in  the  area  in  which 
such  milk-jobber  distributes  milk. 

(12)  “Order”  means  any  Order  of  the  Board. 

(13)  “Pay  period”  means  the  number  of  days 
during  which  shipments  or  deliveries  of  milk  are 
included  in  any  payment  or  settlement  to  primary 
producers. 

(14)  “Person”  includes  a  natural  person,  a 
partnership,  or  two  or  more  persons  having  a  joint 
or  common  interest,  and  a  corporation,  and  the 
words  in  the  singular  shall  include  the  plural,  and 
the  words  importing  the  masculine  gender  shall 
include  the  feminine. 

(15)  “Primary  producer”  means  any  person 
selling  or  otherwise  supplying  milk  to  a  milk- 
dealer  and,  where  appropriate,  includes  any  co¬ 
operative,  association,  or  agency  which  sells  or 
supplies  milk  to  any  milk-dealer  for  its  members 
or  for  other  primary  producers. 

(16)  “Primary-producer  price”  means  the 
price  established  or  to  be  established  by  the  Board 
for  milk  supplied  or  delivered  for  whole-milk  re¬ 
quirements  by  a  primary  producer  under  contract. 

(17)  “Producer-distributer”  means  any  person 
who  distributes  milk  produced  by  his  own  cows. 

(18)  “  Quota  ”  means  the  number  of  pounds  of 
milk  which  a  licensed  primary  producer  is  required 
to  deliver  each  day  of  the  year  to  the  plant  of  the 
milk-dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency 
with  which  he  has  been  allotted  a  quota. 

(19)  “Whole-milk  requirements”  means  one 
hundred  and  three  per  cent  (103%)  of  the  total 
weight  in  pounds  of  milk  utilized  by  a  milk-dealer 
for  sales  of  fresh  fluid  milk,  fresh  fluid  milk  pro¬ 
ducts,  and  fresh  fluid  creams  made  to: — 

(a)  Retail  or  wholesale  customers  within  any 
area  prescribed  in  any  Order  of  the  Board 
and  for  which  area  said  milk-dealer  holds 
a  licence;  and 

(b)  Other  licensed  milk-dealers  and  (or)  pro¬ 
ducer-distributers  within  such  area;  and 

(c)  Distributers,  consumers,  or  other  persons  in 
any  territory  within  the  Province  not  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Board  when  such  milk  is 
supplied  packaged  ready  for  distribution  by 
said  milk-dealer. 

Licences  and  Licence  Fees 

2.  ( 1 )  No  person  shall  carry  on  a  business  as  a 
distributer  within  any  area  now  prescribed  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  as  an  area  in  an  Order 
of  the  Board  until  he  has  secured  a  licence  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  nature  of  the  business  to  be  carried 
on  by  him  within  the  classifications  hereinafter 
set  forth. 

(2)  Applications  for  the  appropriate  licence 
shall  be  made  by  the  distributer  to  the  Board  on 
the  form  prescribed  by  it,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  fee  prescribed  in  section  5  (1)  of  this  Order, 
and  the  Board  shall  thereupon,  if  satisfied  that  all 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  Orders  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  have  been  complied  with,  issue  to 
such  applicant  a  licence  to  carry  on  business  in  the 
appropriate  classification  hereinafter  set  forth. 

(3)  Licences  issued  to  distributers  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  classified  as 
follows: — 

(a)  Class  I:  Licences  issued  under  this  classifi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  milk-dealers: 

( b )  Class  II:  Licences  issued  under  this  classifi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  milk-jobbers: 

(c)  Class  III:  Licences  issued  under  this  classi¬ 
fication  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  producer-distributers: 

(d)  Class  IV:  Licences  issued  under  this  classi¬ 
fication  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  primary  producers. 

(4)  A  Class  IV  licence  shall  confer  upon  the 
licensee  the  right  to  sell  or  supply  milk  only  to  the 
milk-dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency 
with  which  he  has  been  allotted  a  quota. 

(5)  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  is  subject  to  cancellation  at 
any  time  for  failure  of  the  licensee  to  comply  with 
any  provision  of  the  Act  or  with  regulations  or 
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Orders  of  the  Board  or  with  any  other  Act  of  the 
Province,  or  for  any  other  reason  deemed  sufficient 
by  the  Board. 

(6)  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  shall  be  for  a  period  of  twelve 
(12)  months  or  portion  thereof,  ending  on  the  31st 
day  of  March,  and,  unless  sooner  cancelled  or 
suspended  by  the  Board,  shall  expire  at  midnight 
on  the  31st  day  of  March  of  the  period  in  respect 
of  which  it  is  issued. 

3.  ( 1 )  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  under  this 
Order  shall,  before  the  issuance  thereof,  satisfy 
the  Board  that  he  has  obtained  the  necessary 
licence,  permit,  certificate  or  registration,  or 
authorization  from  the  authority  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  locality  permitting  him  to  carry  on  business 
as  a  distributer  under  the  appropriate  classification. 

(2)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  I  licence  shall 
also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  is  the  holder  of  a 
current  creamery  or  dairy  licence  issued  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Creameries  and  Dairies 
Regulation  Act.” 

(3)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  III  licence  who 
pasteurizes  his  milk  before  distribution  thereof 
shall  also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  is  the  holder 
of  a  current  creamery  or  dairy  licence  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Creameries  and 
Dairies  Regulation  Act.” 

(4)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  III  licence  who 
distributes  milk  without  previous  pasteurization 
thereof  shall  also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  has 
obtained  a  certificate  showing  that  his  dairy-farm 
is  classed  as  Grade  A  under  the  “  Milk  Act.” 

(5)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  IV  licence  shall 
also  satisfy  the  Board  that  his  dairy  premises  have 
been  classed  as  Grade  B  or  better  under  the  “  Milk 
Act.” 

4.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  shall  be  limited  to  the  area 
and  (or)  the  district  within  an  area  in  respect  of 
which  it  is  issued. 

5.  Fees  for  licences  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  shall  be: — 

(1)  Upon  issuance  of  any  class  of  licence,  the 
sum  of  one  (1)  dollar. 

(2)  In  addition  to  the  fee  prescribed  in  (1) 
above,  the  respective  classes  of  distributers  shall 
pay  licence  fees  on  the  following  basis: — 

(a)  Class  I. — (i)  At  the  rate  of  one  ( 1 )  cent  on 
every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole  milk 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  from  a 
primary  producer: 

(ii)  At  the  rate  of  one-quarter  (Va)  of  a 
cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat  purchased 
or  otherwise  acquired  from  a  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  in  the  form  of  cream  for  use  in  the 
fluid  trade: 

(iii)  At  the  rate  of  two  (2)  cents  a 
hundred  (100)  pounds  for  every  hundred 
(100)  pounds  of  any  milk  reconstituted  for 
use  in  the  fluid  trade.  The  volume  of  any 
milk  reconstituted  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade 
shall  be  duly  recorded  in  the  milk-dealer’s 
monthly  report  to  the  Board: 

( b )  Class  II.- — At  the  rate  of  five  (5)  dollars  per 
annum  for  each  vehicle  used  for  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  milk: 

(c)  Class  III. — At  the  rate  of  two  (2)  cents  for 
every  hundred  ( 100)  pounds  of  milk  sold  to 
the  public;  the  aforementioned  two  (2) 
cents  being  one  ( I )  cent  for  every  hundred 
(100)  pounds  produced  and  one  (1)  cent 
for  every  hundred  ( 100)  pounds  sold  to  the 
public. 

For  the  purpose  of  computing  fees  to  be 
paid  on  all  whole  milk  and  (or)  cream  sold 
by  producer-distributers,  the  following  cal¬ 
culations  may  be  used: — 


Standard  milk 
Special  milk 
Chocolate  drink 
Buttermilk 
Skim  milk 
Substandard  cream 
Table  cream 
Whipping  cream 


2  cents  for  every  .19  quarts. 


2  cents  for  every  1.1  Vi  quarts. 
2  cents  for  every  7  quarts. 

2  cents  for  every  4'  i  quarts. 


(tl)  Class  IV.  (i)  At  the  rate  of  one  (  I  )  cent 
on  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole 
milk  soM  or  assigned  to  a  milk  dealer: 


(ii)  At  the  rate  of  one-quarter  {Va)  of  a 
cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat  sold  or 
assigned  to  a  milk-dealer  in  the  form  of 
cream  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade. 

6.  Payment  of  fees  for  renewal  of  Class  IV 
licences  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  as  follows: — 

(1)  On  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year  all 
milk-dealers  shall  supply  to  the  Board  a  list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  primary  producers  who 
hold  a  quota  with  them,  and  shall  remit  to  the 
Board  the  sum  of  one  ( 1)  dollar  on  behalf  of  each 
such  primary  producer.  The  one  ( 1 )  dollar  so 
remitted  shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  ensuing 
payment  for  milk  received  from  said  primary  pro¬ 
ducer. 

(2)  On  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year  all 
co-operatives,  associations,  or  agencies  shall  supply 
to  the  Board  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  their  members  who  hold  a  quota  with  them  on 
that  date,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Board  the  sum  of 
one  ( 1 )  dollar  on  behalf  of  each  such  member. 
The  one  (1)  dollar  so  remitted  for  each  member 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  ensuing  settlement 
for  milk  received  from  said  member. 

7.  Payment  of  licence  fees  prescribed  in  section 
5  (2)  of  this  Order  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  as 
follows: — 

( 1 )  Each  milk-dealer  shall,  before  making  pay¬ 
ment  to  primary  producers  for  milk  and  (or)  cream 
received  during  each  period,  deduct  from  the  total 
amount  payable  to  each  primary  producer  one  ( 1 ) 
cent  for  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole 
milk  and  (or)  one-quarter  (Va)  of  a  cent  for  every 
pound  of  butter-fat  in  the  form  of  cream  received 
from  said  primary  producer,  and  shall,  not  later 
than  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month,  remit  to  the 
Board  all  moneys  so  deducted  in  respect  to  licence 
fees  during  the  preceding  month,  together  with  the 
licence  fees  of  said  milk-dealer  for  the  same  month. 

(2)  Each  producer-distributer  shall,  not  later 
than  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month,  remit  to  the 
Board  his  licence  fees  for  milk  sold  to  the  public 
during  the  preceding  month. 

(3)  The  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  sub¬ 
sections  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  section  shall  be  two 
per  cent  (2%)  of  the  licence  fees  due  and  payable 
for  each  day  such  payment  is  in  default. 

(4)  Each  milk-jobber  shall,  not  later  than  the 
1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  remit  to  the  Board 
five  (5)  dollars  for  each  vehicle  used  by  him  for 
the  sale  or  delivery  of  milk  to  the  public. 

8.  Licences  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Order  shall  not  be  transferred  without  the 
written  approval  of  the  Board. 

Payment  for  Milk 

9.  ( 1 )  Payment  to  primary  producers  for  all 
milk  supplied  in  each  area  shall  conform  to  and 
with  the  prices  contained  in  the  schedules  estab¬ 
lished  for  that  area. 

(2)  (a)  Payment  shall  be  made  to  primary 
producers  at  regular  periods  as  approved,  in 
writing,  by  the  Board. 

(b)  Post-dated  cheques,  promissory  notes,  or 
other  undertakings  or  documents  issued  and  not 
immediately  negotiable  at  face  value  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  payment  under  this  Order. 

(c)  For  each  pay  period,  every  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  shall  be  furnished  with  a  statement  showing 
in  detail  the  butter-fat  test;  price,  poundage,  and 
amount  paid  for  milk  supplied  for  whole-milk 
requirements;  price,  poundage,  and  amount  paid 
for  milk  supplied  in  excess  of  whole-milk  require¬ 
ments:  total  milk  received,  total  payment.  Milk 
Board  licence  fees  deducted,  and  all  other  author¬ 
ized  deductions  duly  itemized. 

(d)  No  milk-dealer  shall  deduct  from  the  total 
payment  of  the  total  value  of  milk  supplied  by  a 
primary  producer  during  any  pay  period  any 
amount  that  has  not  in  fact  been  paid  out  by  said 
milk-dealer  on  behalf  of  said  primary  producer, 
as  approved  in  writing  by  the  Board. 

(c)  No  co  operative,  association,  or  agency  shall 
deduct  from  the  payment  of  the  total  value  of  milk 
supplied  by  a  primary  producer  during  any  pay 
period  any  amount  other  than  for: — 

(i)  Freight  charges  from  primary  producer’s 
farm  to  the  plant  of  the  co-operative, 
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association,  or  agency,  or  to  the  plant  of 
a  milk-dealer: 

(ii)  Deferred  payment,  if  any,  as  provided  for 
in  the  by-laws  of  the  co-operative,  associa¬ 
tion,  or  agency: 

(iii)  Can  rental,  if  any: 

(iv)  Milk  Board  licence  fees: 

(v)  Cost  of  handling  and  transporting  milk 
supplied  for  whole-milk  requirements  from 
the  plant  of  the  co-operative,  association, 
or  agency  to  the  plant  of  a  milk-dealer: 

(vi)  Administration  expenses,  approved  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board,  as  applied  only  to  milk 
supplied  for  whole-milk  requirements. 

(/)  Any  deduction  made  under  the  provision  of 
( d )  and  (or)  ( e )  above  shall  be  itemized  separate¬ 
ly  on  the  statement  supplied  to  the  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  at  the  time  final  payment  is  made  for  said 
milk. 

10.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sec¬ 
tion  9  hereof,  where  payments  to  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  are  made  semi-monthly,  the  settlement  for 
the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  month  may  be  made  as 
an  interim  payment  without  itemizing  any  deduc¬ 
tions.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  final  state¬ 
ment  covering  the  complete  month’s  receipt  of 
milk  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  subsections 
( d )  and  (or)  (e)  of  said  section  9,  and  the  interim 
payment  shall  be  shown  on  such  statement  as  a 
separate  deduction. 

Contracts 

11.  The  provisions  of  this  section  are  hereby 
declared  to  constitute  part  of  any  contract  which 
has  been  entered  into  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
entered  into  between  a  milk-dealer  and  a  primary 
producer,  or  between  a  co-operative,  association, 
or  agency  and  its  primary-producer  members. 

( 1 )  The  allotment  and  acceptance  of  a  basic 
quota  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  contract 
between  the  primary  producer  concerned  and  his 
milk-dealer  or  his  co-operative,  association,  or 
agency. 

(2)  On  or  before  October  1st,  1954: — 

(a)  The  whole-milk  requirements  of  a  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency 
as  compared  to  the  total  of  all  basic  quotas 
held  with  said  milk-dealer,  co-operative, 
association,  or  agency  during  the  period 
March  1st  to  July  31st,  1954,  inclusive,  shall 
be  determined  on  a  percentage  basis: 

( b )  Every  daily  basic  quota  allotted  under  the 
provisions  of  Order  No.  40  shall  be  in¬ 
creased  or  decreased  in  accordance  with  the 
percentage  determined  under  (a)  above  for 
the  appropriate  milk-dealer,  co-operative, 
association,  or  agency: 

(c)  The  total  pounds  of  milk  resulting  from  the 
determinations  and  calculations  under  (a) 
and  (b) above  shall  be  the  daily  quota  of  the 
primary  producer  concerned,  effective  on 
and  from  October  1st,  1954: 

( d )  In  the  event  either  or  both  the  months  of 
August  and  September,  1954,  are  designated 
as  part  of  the  related  basic  term,  the  quotas 
of  all  primary  producers  established  under 
(c)  above  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  subsec¬ 
tion  (4)  of  this  section  and  clause  (a)  of 
subsection  (5)  of  section  16  hereof,  be 
deemed  to  have  been  in  effect  during  said 
months. 

(3)  In  the  event  that  a  new  area  is  prescribed: — 

(a)  The  primary-producer  price  shall  be  paid 
for  all  whole-milk  requirements  of  any 
milk-dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or 
agency  in  said  area  during  any  pay  period,, 
and  the  total  amount  of  milk  so  paid  for 
shall  be  pro-rated  to  each  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  his 
total  shipments  of  milk  are  to  the  total 
whole-milk  requirements  of  the  milk-dealer, 
co-operative,  association,  or  agency  to 
which  he  supplied  milk: 

(b)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  first  basic  term 
after  a  new  area  has  been  prescribed,  every 
primary  producer  supplying  milk  to  said 
area  shall  be  allotted  a  quota  calculated  by 
totalling  the  number  of  pounds  of  milk  he 
was  paid  for  at  the  primary-producer  price 


established  by  the  Board  and  dividing  said 
total  by  the  number  of  days  he  supplied 
such  milk,  provided  always  that  said  primary 
producer  did  supply  milk  during  the  last 
seven  (7)  consecutive  days  of  said  basic 
term. 

(4)  Quotas  shall  be  adjusted  on  the  1st  day  of 
March  in  each  year  in  the  case  of  all  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  who  have  failed  to  deliver  the  full  amount 
of  their  quotas  during  the  preceding  basic  term. 
Adjustments  shall  be  made  by  reducing  said  quota 
to  the  daily  average  pounds  of  milk  supplied  during 
said  basic  term. 

(5)  (a)  No  adjustment  shall  be  made  to  any 
quota  merely  because  all  or  any  part  of  the  milk 
delivered  by  a  primary  producer  during  any  pay 
period  is  classified  as  unfit  for  the  fresh  fluid-milk 
trade,  provided  always  that  his  Class  IV  licence 
remains  in  good  standing. 

(b)  Milk  classified  as  unfit  for  the  fresh  fluid- 
milk  trade  shall  not  be  considered  as  supplied  for 
whole-milk  requirements. 

(6)  If  any  primary  producer’s  licence  is  sus¬ 
pended  and  remains  suspended  for  a  period  of 
thirty  (30)  days,  his  quota  shall  be  cancelled  and 
shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board. 

(7)  If  any  primary  producer’s  licence  is  can¬ 
celled  either  by  the  Board  on  its  own  motion  or  by 
the  Board  at  the  request  of  any  duly  constituted 
health  authority  in  any  prescribed  area,  his  quota 
shall,  ispo  facto,  be  cancelled  as  of  the  date  of  the 
cancellation  of  his  licence,  and  shall  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board. 

(8)  (a)  In  the  event  the  whole-milk  require¬ 
ments  of  a  milk-dealer  during  any  period  exceed 
the  combined  total  of  all  quotas  allotted,  such 
additional  milk  shall  be  added  pro  rata  to  said 
quotas. 

( b )  In  the  event  the  whole-milk  requirements 
of  a  milk-dealer  during  any  pay  period  are  less 
than  the  combined  total  of  all  quotas  allotted,  all 
quotas  shall  be  reduced  by  the  percentage  said 
quotas  exceed  requirements. 

(c)  In  the  event  the  quota  allotment  to  a  co¬ 
operative,  association,  or  agency  is  adjusted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  either  (a)  or 
(b)  of  this  section,  the  quotas  of  its  members  shall 
also  be  similarly  adjusted. 

12.  No  licensed  primary  producer  shall  hold  a 
quota  with  more  than  one  milk-dealer  except  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  Board. 

13.  No  licensed  primary  producer  shall  supply 
a  milk-dealer  with  milk  other  than  that  produced 
by  his  own  herd  on  his  own  premises,  or,  in  the 
case  of  a  co-operative,  association,  or  agency,  with 
milk  other  than  that  handled  for  its  own  members. 

14.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this 
Order,  in  the  event  that  primary  producers  in  any 
area  during  any  basic  term  supply  sufficient  milk  to 
satisfy  the  whole-milk  requirements  of  any  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency  in  said 
area,  no  quota  shall  be  allotted  to  or  continued 
with  any  co-operative,  association,  or  agency  in  any 
other  area. 

15.  (1)  Upon  the  recommendations  of  the  ap¬ 
propriate  Quota  Committee,  quotas  may,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  be  transferred  from  one  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  to  another  for  the  continued  supply  of  milk 
for  the  whole-milk  requirements  of  the  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency  con¬ 
cerned. 

(2)  (a)  Where  a  herd,  as  a  producing  unit,  is 
being  leased,  the  quota  involved  may,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  appropriate  Quota  Com¬ 
mittee,  be  transferred  to  the  lessee  during  the  term 
of  the  lease. 

(b)  At  the  termination  of  any  lease  covering  a 
herd  as  a  producing  unit,  the  quota  involved  shall 
be  transferred  back  to  the  lessor. 

(c)  All  applications  for  transfer  of  quota  under 
(a)  above  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  registered 
copy  of  the  lease. 

(3)  In  the  event  any  primary  producer  fails  to 
fulfil  the  provisions  or  terms  of  any  document 
covering  the  sale  of  a  herd  as  a  producing  unit  and 
the  ownership  of  said  herd  is  returned  to  the  seller, 
any  quota  involved  in  the  original  transaction  shall 
be  transferred  to  said  seller. 
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(4)  All  applications  for  transfers  of  quotas  shall 
be  made  in  such  form  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Quota  Committees 

16.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  committee,  known  as 
a  “  Quota  Committee,”  established  for  each  milk- 
dealer’s  plant  and  for  each  co-operative,  associa¬ 
tion,  or  agency  in  all  areas  now  prescribed  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  in  an  Order  of  the 
Board,  and  such  Committees  shall  consist  of  three 
members  as  follows: — 

(a)  A  representative  appointed  by  the  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency: 

(b)  A  primary  producer  appointed  by  the  pri¬ 
mary  producers  shipping  to  that  milk-dealer, 
co-operative,  association,  or  agency;  or  fail¬ 
ing  such  appointment,  a  primary  producer 
named  by  the  Board: 

(c)  A  representative  of  the  Board. 

(2)  A  quorum  shall  be  the  Chairman  and  one 
other  member  of  the  Committee. 

(3)  The  Board’s  representative  shall  be  the 
Chairman  and  convener  of  the  respective  Com¬ 
mittees  and  shall  have  a  vote  on  all  questions. 

(4)  All  Quota  Committees,  when  adjusting  basic 
quotas  under  the  provisions  of  subsection  (4)  of 
section  1 1  hereof,  shall  give  due  consideration  to 
representations  made  by  any  primary  producer 
that  the  production  of  his  herd  has  been  seriously 
impaired  by  circumstances  entirely  beyond  his 
control. 

(5)  (a)  In  the  case  where  any  quota  is  avail¬ 
able  for  distribution  on  the  1st  day  of  March  in 
any  year,  the  quota  available  shall  be  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  appropriate  Quota  Committee  for 
recommendation  to  the  Board  for  allotment. 

(b)  in  making  recommendation  under  (a)  above, 
Quota  Committees  shall  give  due  consideration  to 
applications  filed  by  primary  producers  who  do  not 
hold  quotas. 

(c)  Applications  for  new  quotas  or  for  increased 
quotas  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  on  the  form 
prescribed  by  it  for  submission  to  the  appropriate 
Quota  Committee  for  its  recommendation. 

(6)  Any  person  affected  by  a  decision  of  a 
Quota  Committee  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Board  within  twenty-eight  days  from  the  date 
of  such  decision. 

(7)  In  the  event  a  milk-dealer  has  knowledge 
that  his  whole-milk  requirements  may  be  greatly 
increased  or  decreased  by  the  obtaining  or  losing 
of  a  contract,  or  for  any  other  reason,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  so  advise  the  appropriate  Committee 
for  such  action  as  it  deems  advisable  or  necessary. 

(8)  Quota  Committees  shall  furnish  reports  at 
such  times  and  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe. 

Records,  Reports,  and  Returns 

17.  (I)  Distributers  shall  keep  such  books, 
records,  and  accounts  as  will  afford  an  intelligent 
understanding  of  the  conduct  of  their  business,  or 
as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

(2)  Such  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall  at 
all  times  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Board, 
or  an  officer  or  inspector  of  the  Board,  or  such 
other  person  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board 
to  make  an  inquiry  or  report. 

(3)  Distributers  shall  furnish  periodically,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  require,  a 
detailed  report  of  finances  and  operations,  in  such 
form  and  containing  such  matters  and  verified  in 
such  manner  as  the  Board  may  prescribe. 

(4)  Every  milk-dealer  and  producer-distributer 
shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month, 
furnish  the  Board  with  a  true  and  detailed  report 
of  purchases  and  sales  of  milk,  milk  products,  and 
creams  during  the  month  immediately  preceding, 
such  report  to  be  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Prohibitions 

18.  No  person  who  may  have  legally  purchased 
or  acquired  any  milk  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Order  in  any  prescribed  area  shall  transport  or 
distribute  any  milk  to  or  in  any  prescribed  area 
unless  the  conditions  and  terms  under  which  said 
transportation  or  distribution  are  effected  have 


been  given  the  written  approval  of  the  Board. 

19.  No  milk  which  is  surplus  to  the  whole-milk 
requirements  in  any  prescribed  area  may  be  sold 
for  the  whole-milk  requirements  in  another  pre¬ 
scribed  area  unless  the  conditions  and  terms  under 
which  such  milk  is  sold  have  received  the  written 
approval  of  the  Board. 

20.  No  producer-distributer  shall  obtain  milk 
which  he  may  require  for  sales  in  excess  of  the 
milk  produced  by  his  own  cows,  excepting  from 
another  producer-distributer  or  a  milk-dealer  li¬ 
censed  by  the  Board  to  distribute  milk  in  the  same 
area.  Milk  so  obtained  shall  be  packaged  ready 
for  distribution  by  the  original  licensee. 

21.  No  milk-dealer,  milk-jobber,  or  producer- 
distributer  in  any  prescribed  area  shall  make  any 
extension  to,  or  of,  his  operations  without  first  com¬ 
plying  with  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Act. 

22.  No  milk-dealer,  milk-jobber,  or  producer- 
distributer  shall  use  any  vehicle  for  the  distribution 
of  milk  to  the  public  without  first  having  the  name 
under  which  the  business  is  conducted  printed  in 
plainly  legible  characters  on  both  sides  of  said 
vehicle. 

Repeals 

23.  Orders  Nos.  40  and  44  are  hereby  rescinded. 

24.  This  Order  and  any  directive  issued  in 
pursuance  thereof  shall  have  effect  in  any  area 
prescribed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed, 
in  any  Order  of  the  Board,  and  becomes  effective 
on  the  date  it  is  approved  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council.
